But when the action or defence is founded upon a
written instrument' for the payment of money only, and such instruments
is in possession of the agent or attorney, the affidavit of the agentor attor-
ney to the fact of snch a possession shall be a sufficient verification. When pleading*, how
a corporation is a party, the verification may be made by any officer there- «rifiod- -
of ; and when the United States, or any officer thereof in its behalf is a
party, the verification may be made by any person acquainted with the
facts, except that in actions prosecuted by th« Attorney General in behalf
of the Territory, for the recovery of real property, the pleadings need not

punished for each and every offence, by imprisonment in the County Jail not

dred dollars nor over one thousand dollars. Provided, that nothing herein
contained shall bo construed to abridge. the law of merchants or contracts.
